The North smerican Radio archives, Ltd’ (NARA) was incorporated. by 
the State of Gar ieomni a on Jan 3lst.' Previously it was granted a tex— 
exempts status on Jan 19th...To Roger Hill, Nike Mcaviney, andal Vesix, 
the officers, this was the culmination of many months of hard work, 
patience, and help by Ms Francine Berry, attorney for aT«T. The pri- 
mary purpose of the archives is: "to instruct the general public on the 
history of radio and to foster, encourage aná promote the Be 
7 materials, items, programs, or information relating to radio Dro 

casting from its inception...Some of its goals and. projects «re: ۳ 
issue a monthly 8-cage newsletter and a quarterly. journal of high 
academic standard; to publish boots of value to those interested in 
radio history and to support. work on an-Encyclovedia of Radio Program- 
ming catalog. Being an educational organization, NsRA will investigate 
the possibility of utilizing radio materials of the past to cooperate 
with other educational groups (schools, colleges, classes for the han-.. 
dicapped, services to the eonfined). as a means to this end, Naka 
wishes to attract donations of scripts, radio périodicals and books, 
transcriptions, tapes and other materials relative to archival ese 
tioning. Members of NARA and legitimate scholars will heve full access 
to the archives. Ms Agnes Ridgeway, author of THOSE WE LOVE, has do- 
nated all of her scripts to NARA to be used as the organization wishes. 
Most importantly, sources of maney for office’ space and our project 
must bé located. Once the IRS approves our tax-exempt status, founda- 
tions, businesses and individuals can be epprouched and asked for -tax- 
deductable contributions of money, equipment, materials, and itmés 
relevant to radio's history...I (Roger Hill) em personally very excita 
about the existence of NARA for I see ut last the possibility of «ll: 
of us working together to garner materials, especially programs, wich 
will then benefit us all. If you stop to consider the thousands of radis 
shows and broadcasts which have not yet turned up and the millionc of -
